Applicant has canceled claims 1 and 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC $103 

The Official Action rejected claim 26 as being unpatentable over any one of Ho 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,388,488), Lall (U.S. Patent No. 6,433,602), Hirose and Campbell. 
Applicant has canceled claim 26.
